Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Amorphous nitride powders are considered to be 
the equivalent to a glass nitride powders. Sterzel teach compositions within the scope of the instant claims that are amorphous and 
therefor are considered to anticipate the instant claims. The instant claims do not exclude powder compositions. Further more, Sterzel 
clearly teach heating the powder to form a glassy molding, column 3, lines 23-28. 
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
